SKATING IN OLD DAYS. 


How the Sport B ecam e Popular la New 
York City. 
While skating is now one of the most 
popular sports of the winter season it 
is only comparatively a few years since 
it has become so in this city. When the 
Central park was being constructed in 
I860 and tho small artificial lake at 
Fifty-ninth street was nearly completed, 
the park commissioners announced that 
it would be thrown open for the use of 
skaters. 
A few men took advantage of 
th© invitation, but women could not be 
induced to go on the ice. The skates 
then in use were of the most antique 
pattern, some of tho runners extending 
a long way in front of tho foot, ending 
in a ringlike curb 
In a crowd these 
skates were quite dangerous, and the 
first year skating was anything except 
popular. 
During the next w inter the larger 
lake at the upper end of the mall was 
in such condition that it could be used 
for skating. Here there was more room 
for the sport, but still the women could 
not be induced to venture on the ice. 
A number of gentlemen determined to 
overcome this prejudice aud organized 
the New York Skating club, having a 
regulation patterned skate, almost even 
w ith the sole of the boot, which was 
laced lip tight to the ankle, while the 
objectionable strap was done 
Away 
w ith, the runner being fixed to the sole 
W’hile in use by a ball aud socket aud 
held firmly w ith a clamp. These be­ 
came popular that winter with the men, 
ami a lighter .kind was made for wom­ 
en. 
The prejudice, however, still ex­ 
isted among the latter, until the club 
invited a lady, who was a fine skater, 
from Portland, Me., to visit the Cen­ 
tral park and skate w ith the club. This 
lady wore a pretty and appropriate 
dress, similar to that worn in winter by 
women skaters in Europe, 
and she 
created such a sensation by her artistic 
skating as to attract m w h notice. 
The 
result was that before the season ended 
several young ladies were induced by 
the club to venture on the ice. and the 
season of 1862-3 found rn liny, w ith 
pretty costumes, enjoying the sport. 
A series of cainivile were arranged 
by the club during tilt* following season, 
and skating in the evening became one 
of the fashionable w inter amusement*

How the Sport Rveame Popular la New 
York City. 
While skating is now one of tho most 
popular sports of th© winter season it 
is only comparatively a few years since 
it has become so in this city. When the 
Central park was being constructed in 
I860 and the small artificial lake at 
Fifty-ninth street was nearly completed, 
the park commissioners announced that 
it would be thrown open for the use of 
skaters. A few men took advantage of 
the invitation, but women could not be 
induced to go on the ice. The skates 
then in use were of the most antique 
pattern, some of the runners extending 
a long wuy in front of the foot, ending 
in a ringlike curl. In a crowd these 
skates were quite dangerous, and the 
first year skating was anything except 
popular. 
During the next winter the larger 
lake at the upper end of the mall was 
in such condition that it could be used 
for skating. Here there was more room 
for the sport, but still the women could 
not be induced to venture on the ice. 
A number of gentlemen determined to 
overcome this pr* judice and organized 
the New York Skating club, having a 
regulation patterned skate, almost ( Vin 
with the sole of the boot, which was 
laced up tight to the ankle, while the 
objectionable strap was done 
Away 
with, the runner bring fixed to the sole 
while in use by a ball and socket and 
beld firmly with a clamp. These be­ 
came popular that winter with the men, 
and a lighter kind was mad© for wom­ 
en. The prejudice, however, still ex­ 
isted among the latter, until the club 
invited a lady, who was a tine skater, 
from Portland, Me., to visit the Cen­ 
tral {Mirk and skate with the club. This 
lady wore a pretty and appr* priate 
dress, similar to that worn in winter by 
women skaters in Europe, and she 
created such a sensation by her artistic 
skating as to attract mis h notice. Tho 
result was that I* fore the season ended 
several young ladies were induced by 
the club to venture on the ice, aud the 
season of 1862-3 found many, with 
pretty costumes, enjoying the sport. 
A series of carnivals Were arranged j 
by the clubdurnif the following season, 
and skating in the evening became one 
of the fashionable winter amusements.
